Until the speed mania is cured and 
racing on public highways is stopped, and until 
motorists get the "stop, look and listen" habit, 
better crossings will not abolish accidents.

700,000,000, .and by the first of August it will be 
§13,500,000,000. The pre-war debt of the Ger- 
man Empire was $1,250,000,000, and that of the 
German States $3,750,000,000. By the first of 
August the Imperial debt will be $12,250,000,- 
000, and, allowing nothing for the increase of 
the debts of the constituent States, the total to 
be reckoned -with on that date will be $16,000,- 
000,000. The British debt-will involve an an- 
nual charge of $550,000,000, and that of the 
German Empire and States of $762,000,000. 
The national debt of France by August 1 will 
aggregate $14,600,000,000, with 
an annual 


charge of $625,000,000, and that of Russia $15,- 
000,000.000, with an annual charge of $725,000,- 
000. The British are calmly facing the possi- 
,bility of there being piled up by March 31, 1917, 
a national debt of $17,000,000,000, of which, 
!however, $4,000,000,000 will represent advances 
ltd Allies and Dominions, and be therefore sub- 
ject to repayment. Allowing for a very substan- 
Itial sinking fund, the British debt charge for the 
icurrent year has been estimated at $725,000,000.

THE.NEW LAND BANKS, 


The-.land bank feature or the rural 


credits bill,- -which has been passed by 
both 
Houses . of' Congress, 
provoked 


strong opposition,, and the resolution of 
Representative Ollyer.to strike out section 
16 of .the bill,'-which embodies the land 
bank feature, was defeated by a narrow 
margin. As tho section- now stands as 
passed to-the Joint conference. It reads 
aa follows: 


"That corporations, lo be known as 


joint stock land banks, for carrying on 
tho business of lending on farm mort- 
ga'ges security and Issuing- farm loans, 
may be formed by any number of natural 
persons, not less than ten. They shall bo 
organized subject-to the requirement and 
under the conditions 'set forth in section 
a of this act. so far as the same may be 
applicable: Provided that the board of 
directors of every joint stock land bank 
shall consist of not less than-five mem- 
bers. 


"Shareholders .of ever Joint stock land 


bank organized under this act,.fehall bo 
held Individually responsible, equally and 
ratably,. and Tiot one for another, for all 
contracts, debts and engagements of such 
bank to the extent .of the amount of 


stock owned by them at .the par value 
thereof, in addition to the amount paid In 
find represented by their shares. 


"Except as otherwise provider!, joint 


stock land banks shall be .subject to all 
the restrictions and conditions imposed 
on Federal land banks by this act, so far 
as sucn restrictions and conditions are 
applicable: Provided, however, -that the 
Government of the United States shall 
not purchase or subscribe for any of the 
capital-stock of any such bank, and each 
shareholder -of any such bank- shall have 
the same voting privlleges-as holders ot 
shares in national banking associations. 


"N'o joint stock land bank' shall have 


power to issue or obligate itself for out- 
standing farnv loan bonds in excess of fif- 
teen times the amount of Its capital and 
surplus, or to accept deposits of current 
funds payable upon demand, or to trans- 
act any banking or other business not ex- 
pressly authorized by the provisions of 
this act.
